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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Amendments to claims 3, 25, 39, and 40 are not 
entered as they change the scope of the claims and would require further search and/or consideration by the examiner. Claims 3 and 25, 
use to recite that "the cryptography engine is a DES engine". The amendment has made it so that the claim recites that the engine 
implements a "DES-compatible algorithm". This broadens the scope of the claims since other engines besides DES engines would have 
to be considered whereas before only DES engines had to be considered. Further, the examiner would have to consider what is "DES- 
compatible" and if one skilled in the art would understand the phrase-this would require further consideration of the specification (to see if 
the specification defined what it means for an algorithm to be DES-compatible) and most likely an updated search to determine if the 
phrase is a part of the standard vocabulary of one of ordinary skill in the art. Changes in the claims to recite "block cipher algorithm" from 
DES in claims 39 and 40 broaden the claims, which would also require an updated search. Amendments to claims 4 and 42 are entered 
as they only affect the form of the claims without changing the scope. Confirmation of an election made by applicant was noted. 
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
